• Cultural Planning update. Cuiturai Pianning kick off meeting with Jenn Erickson from 
MAPC, Jenny Raitt from DPCD, and Stephanie Mariin-Curiei, Barbara Costa, Adria Arch, 
Leiand Stein and Jonathan Hyde from ACAC took piace on August 26. The group began 
by identifying the major cuiturai assets in town as weii as untapped resources that couid 
be utiiized for cuiturai programming. Consensus that much of phase one work has been 
compieted. Jenny Raitt serving as primary point of contact with MAPC. Aii contact 
information for cuiturai group representatives were sent to Jenny. Suggestion made to 
invite aii board members from cuiturai organizations rather than just one representative. 
Discussion of how ACAC, DPCD and MAPC wiii generate enthusiasm for cuiturai pian on 
Ariington Town Day.

• Planning Fall Arts Organization Meeting. ACAC hoped to convene more community 
meetings, and considered having one in the faii. Discussion about how to use this 
meeting to future cuiturai pianning or reiated but separate initiative to consoiidate 
efforts or possibiy merge organizations into a consortium. J. Raitt wiii utiiize CBDG funds 
to hire a consuitant to expiore organizationai structure. S. Mariin-Curiei wiii foiiow up 
with J. Raitt to coordinate. 

• Town Day Planning: Reviewed scheduie and staffing for the day. Emiiy Torres- 
Cuiiinne, Community Engagement Manager at MAPC, wiii be staffing the Ariington DPCD 
booth and engaging the community in the cuiturai pianning process and soiiciting ideas. 
S. Mariin-Curiei wiii foiiow up with J. Raitt to coordinate messaging for cuiturai pianning 
outreach on Town Day.
